MOST NESLECTED 


Many Accidents Caused by Ina- 
bility of Driver to Turn 
Wheels Rapidly. 


(By ERWIN GREER, 
College of Automotive Engineering, 
cago.) 

It usually has been the rule to jolly 


the person who devoted long hours 
to learn driving under an instructor. 
This practice of “kidding” is one that 
human nature succumbs to; hence the 
individual starts out alone on the con- 
gested highway, underestimating the 
need for proper knowledge, and joins 
the ranks of our careless, maniac 
drivers, endangering not only them- 
selves, but the lives and property of 
others. The mere knowledge of how 
to start and stop a car serves only as 
preliminary training. It ig from this 
point that the greatest care should 
be exercised, to learn the proper way 
to handle your car at all times. 
Steering Most Neglected. 

Probably the most neglected part in 
the training of drivers is that of steer- 
ing. A great number of accidents are 
caused through inability to turn the 
wheels rapidly enough {pn either direc- 
tion, at the sume time signaling to 
the oncoming traflic, as to What course 
you intend taking. 

Assume you are driving a left drive 
car. In making a right-hand turn, the 
jeft arm ig extended up and out, as a 
signal, at least 75 feet prior to the 
corner. (This applies to all signals, 
except in emergencies.) The wheel 
should be grasped high, with the right 
hand, and turned to the right, as the 
corner 1s reached—the speed of the 
car being lessened at the same time. 
The left hand should remain at the 
signal position until the corner is 
rounded, than it falls high on the 
wheel, and straightens out the course 
of your ¢ar, then right-hand relinquish- 
ing its hold when the left hand takes 
control, 

This method completes your turn 
in two movements, whereas the ordi- 
nary way of using both hands, after 
a hurried signal, taking two or three 
holds on the wheel to accomplish a 
turn, never allows you full confi- 
dence of control and makes more 
work for the driver. 

Left Turn Signal. 

For the left turn the signal is that 
the left arm shall be extended straight 
out and held there until the car has 
taken its complete turn. This time 
the right hand is crossed over and un-

no part in a left turn, except as a 
signal, yet you have perfect control 
of your car. 

Steering is a knack, not bull 
strength. Once acquired and your 
driving pleasure increases greatly. 

In downtown tratiic, cars should be 
guided with the right hand, keeping 
the left ready for immediate use as 
a signal. Remember that you can do 
nothing with two hands on the steer- 
ing wheel that cannot be accom- 
plished with one, thereby leaving the 
other In reserve as a signal, Try 
these suggestions out and It may ald 
you greatly, regardless of your past 
experience, 


ALUMINUM PISTONS ON CARS 


Makers Claim Lightweight Causee 
Less Vibration and Less Wear 
on Bearings. 

Many of the lighter-weight cars em- 
ploy aluminum pistons, the makers 
claiming that the lighter-welght piston 
causes less vibration and consequently 
Jess friction and wear on bearings and 
wristpins. Owing to the fact that the 
piston of this metal expands more 
than the castiron piston, the former 
must be fitted less tightly in the cyl- 

inder than the latter.

CLEANING OF TIRES 


IS IMPORTANT TASK | 


Should Be Gone Over Every) 
2,500 Miles. 


Wise motorists, after driving a new 
cor about 500 miles, drain the oil from 
the crank shaft case, give it a 
thorough cleaning and refill with fresh 
oil. This operation should be repeated 
at least every additional thousand 
miles during the life of the car. It is 
of great importance in prolonging the 
life of the car in that if keeps the | 
motor free from particles of grit, | 
metal, sediment and other foreign sub- 
stances which find their way into the | 
inner workings. 

Similar treatment should be accord: 
ed tires for the same general reasons 
in order that they may deliver all of 
the mileage which has been built into 
them at the factory. At the end of | 
every 2,500 miles of service a tire | 
should be removed from the rim, de- 
flated and all soapstone and grit re- 
moved. The inside of the casing should | 
be washed with clean gasoline and | 
after drying should be dusted with | 
tale, 

During this operation 2 close inspec- 
tion should be made of the tread and 
the inside of the casing for any cuts or 
fragments of glass or other foreign 
materials, according to tire experts. 
The rims should be cleansed of all 
rust and paint. Rust on the rims leads 
t» quick deterioration If it works its 
way around or through the flap.

more illustrious ancestors. The wholly 
new regime resulted in the final extin- 
guishment of their culture. 

Temples and palaces, prisons, “con- 
vents,” arenas for games, astronomical 
observatories and monuments, all ac- 
eurately built of masonry and decorat- 
ed with artistic carvings and hiero- 
glyphics, are some of the sign posts 
pointing to the achievements of the 
Mayas and their development of cul- 
| ture. Archeologists state that at the 
time of their mysterlous decline they 
were at the threshold of a true civili- 
zation. Indeed, in some ways they had 
surpassed in intellectual achlevements 
the civilization of the Egyptians and 
the Babylonians. 

Their Writing and Architecture. 

In their system of writing, the Mayas 
had reached a most interestiag point, 
found among no other existing people 
in the world, the transition point be- 
tween picture writing, which the Chi- 
nese have never passed beyond, and 
phonetic writing by means of an alpha- 
bet such as that we use. 

The architectural types of the Mayas 
and their decorative designs have fea- 
tures so similar to some of those of 
the old world that the earlier students 
of the American ruined cities believed 
that their builders had been influenced 
by Egyptians, Babylonians or Hindus, 
The types of arches and certain sculp- 
tured designs were compared espectial- 
ly to those found In the great Hindu

Before what may be called “the 
henequen era” in Yucatan a traveler 
in the country might have imagined— 
with a few concessions to race and 
climate—that he was in the heart of 
Europe’s old feudalism. Some of the 
principal land owners hac truly baro- 
nial estates through which one could 
travel for days. On the most extensive 
estates were scattered half a dozen or 
more great stone castle-like haciendas 
in the care of major domos, In these 
sumptuous dwellings members of the 
owner’s family might not spend a 
night a year, for they lived for the 
most part in state in the capital, Meri- 
da, or spent their time traveling in Eu- 
rope or the United States. In those 
days cattle raising was the chief in- 
dustry in Yucatan and prosperity 
never reached below the few members 
of the propertied class. 

Climate and physical conditions gave 
Yucatan its feudalism, The surface of 
the country consists of only the thin- 


Ten of soll, and underneath is porous 
‘ o2Me imate ta dry and hot 
half the year, but there is a reasonable 


amount of rainfall during the other six 
months. Yucatan is one of the few 
areas in which there is an appreciable 
rainfall, but no streams or even stream 
beds. As fast as the rain falls during 
the rainy season it seeps through the 
thin soll and soaks into the limestone. 
The lack of surface water, and the 
fact that hardly any food crops can be 
grown on much of Yucatan’s poor soil, 
made {t practically impossible for the 
peons to exist except under the wings 
of the great landholders. 

The latter constructed capacious 
reservoirs at their haciendas, in which 
enough water was stored during the 
rainy season to supply all their retain- 
ers through the six months’ dry pertod. 


The situation was helped out, too, by |

In most cases these queer 
natural reservoirs were owned by the 
landed proprietors.

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LEGION MAN OF MANY TASKS 


Howard 8. Fisk, Historian of District 
of Columbia, Has Had Many 
Interesting Experiences. 











Howard §. Fisk, now historian of 


Columbia, was considered during the 
war as one of the most resourceful of 
executives on account of his expert 
knowledge concerning automobile 
transportation. 

Fisk was born in New York City 
and, on removal to Washington, Be 
came a newsboy. From this lowly 
station he arose through various de 
partments of a city daily until he 
became automobile editor of the news- 
paper. Asa result of his work in this 
connection he became familiar with all 
phases of automobile transportation, 
and has edited several books on this 
subject. 

He was identified with the District 
of Columbia Naval Militia during the 
Spanish-American war, and was pay 
clerk on board the U.S.S. Fern, the 
first ship to enter Havana harbor 
after the Maine was blown up. In 
1917 he volunteered his services to the 
navy and during the war was stationed 
in Washington as a staff member of 
Admiral McCowen’s staff. When the 
outbreak of influenza swept the city in 
1918, Fisk was detached from active 
duty and was placed in charge of a 
transport corps, which conveyed pa- 
tients, physicians and nurses through- 
out the city during the epidemic. The 
District of Columbia was under direc-

tion of Surgeon General Rupert CG 
Blue, who sought Fisk's assignment te 
this particular duty. During the period 
when the ravages of the disease were 








most violent, Fisk worked 19 hours 
daily for nearly three weeks. He was 
cited for this service, and when dis: 
charged from the navy was a lieuten- 
ant commander.

BOY SCOUT COUNCIL MEETS 


With the great out-of-doors, sym- 
bolic of Scouting, as a background, 
the National Couucil of the Boy Scouts 
of America convened for its thirteenth 
annual meeting at the Boy Scout 
camps, at Palisades Interstate park, 
N. Y., the largest boys’ camps in the 
world, Prominent men from all parts 
of the country, distinguished in the 
field of church, school, education, and 
business, came together to discuss the 
furthering of boy welfare through the 
Scout method of citizenship training 
and cbaracter building. 

At the time at the camp were some 
2,500 boys, who had a chance to act 
as hosts to their distinguished guests. 
Among the members present at the 
meeting was the Hon. Theodore Roose- 
yvelt, assistant secretary of the navy, 
who addressed the convention, “I am 
strong for the boy scouts,” said 
Roosevelt. “They are building manly 
men, men who won't whine at a little 
hardsiiip, men who are game to sacri- 
fice themselves for the good of the. 
country and their fellow citizens. 

“Camping bullds you up in strength, 
and builds you up in character. The 
selfish man in camp shows up right 
away. You will know the boy who 
reaches for the best piece of bacon in 
the pan. There is no better way of 
finding out the whiner than in camp- 
ing. He is the boy who doesn’t want 
to finish the hike because he has a 
blister on his big toe. Then there is 
the careless boy, who runs around 
while supper is being cooked and gets 
sand in the frying pan. In peace or 
in war, the man who has been a scout 
will come through 100 per cent.” 

At the conclusion of the address, 
the delegates rose and stood In silent 
toast to the memory of his father, that 
Great Scout, Colonel Roosevelt. 


Gen. John J. Pershing spent one 
morning during the meeting inspecting 
the 28 camps which make up the en- 
tire unit. “The camps are wonderful,” 
he said. “I consider the boy scout 
movement one of the great movements 
{n America today. I am impressed by 
the manly bearing of the boy scouts, 
and their democratic attitude towards 
each other and their superiors, 


“] would not introduce military 
training into the boy scout move 
ment if I could. I believe the work 
you are doing is perhaps more broad- 
ening than that which would be given 
under a military regime. In any 
event you are teaching boys the right 
thing—to be good citizens, 

“I cannot speak too strongly in 
praise of the boy scout movement. I 
have always been enthuslastic™and am 
much more so since my experience to- 
day.” 





BOY SCOUT ROUNDUP CLOSES 

Upon the death of President Hari- 
ing, the roundup which was being 
conducted by the Boy Scouts of Amer: 
fea to secure 100,000 net increase tn 
membership was brought to a close. 

This roundup was one of the many 
evidences of the practical interest of 
President Harding in the work of the 
Boy Scouts of America. Under the 
conditions of the roundup effort the 
President was awarding a streamer to 
each troop and to each local council, 
and presenting a personal letter to 
the president of every local council 
earning 25 per cent increase in mem- 
bership over a stated time, 

Chief Scout Executive James E. 
West explained that the death of the 
President automatically brought the 
roundup to an end, as It would mani- 
festly be impossible to carry out the 
terms and conditions under which the 
roundup was inaugurated, for any fur 
ther effort. All those who have quali: 
fied up to date will receive the awards 
as promised. He further explained that 
the result of the roundup has brought 
in an Increase of 83,058 scouts and 21,- 
787 scout officials, or a net gain of both 
of 104,845, thus giving the Boy Scouts 
of America a total membership of 
617,052 men and boys. This he char- 
acterized as a splendid tribute to the 
interest and activity of the late presi- 
dent.

Congress, in passing the National Detense Act 
of 1920, sought to provide the broad foundation 
of authority for the solving of this material pre- 
paredness problem, This act gave the president 
emergency power, authorized the creation of a 
non-partisan “Board of Mobilization of Industries 
Wssential to Military Preparedness,” outlined the 
industrial mobilization task and turned the job 





‘over to the assistant secretary of war. Col, J. 


Mayhew Wainwright, appointed March 28, 1921, 
labored at this titanie task until his election to 
the Sixty-eighth congress from New York brought 
about his resignation, 

In a lecture before the Army War college 
January 20, 19238, Assistant Secretary Wainwright 
sald: 

“Tt {gs not In a spirit of egotism, but rather a 
report of my stewardship when I say that I am 
certain that more has been accomplished in the 
past elghteen months looking to industrial prepared- 
ness than has ever been accomplished before in 
the history of the War department.” 

Dwight Filley Davis of St. Louls succeeded 
Representative-elect Wainwright as assistant secre 
tary of war. He was born in St. Louis in 1879, 
He got his A, B. from Harvard in 1900 and his 
LL, D. from Washington university in 19038. Since 
then he has been a man of many activities both 
locul and national, In St. Louis he was prominent 
in every movement for municipal betterment, In 
1921 he became director of the War Kinance cor- 
poration, 

September 1, 1917, Mr. Davis was commissioned 
captain of Company L, Fifth Missour! Infantry, by 
the governor of Missouri. March 26, 1918, he was 
promoted to rank of major, National Guard. He 


“Was appointed Heutenant colonel of infantry Oc- 


tober 10, 1918. He served as assistant chief of 
staff in the Thirty-fifth Division and in the Second 
He was graduated from the Gen- 
eral Staff college at Lanqres, He served over- 
seas from April 25, 1918, to April 20, 1919, when 
he was honorably discharged, 

He was cited in General Orders No, 81, Hend- 
quarters, Thirty-fifth Division, dated October 11, 
1918, and in Citation Orders No, 1, General Head- 
quarters, June 8, 1919, “for carryng out the orders 
of his brigade commander in a manner utterly de- 
vold of fear under the most intense artillery and 
machine gun fire. At Baulny, on September 29 
and 30, he recklessly exposed himself to the enemy 
tire in order to obtain information of great value 
to his brigade and division commanders,” whieh 
citation carries the award of the silver star,

1918). He was the division engineer of the 
Thirtieth Division and corps engineer of the 
Second Army Corps during the training and offen- 
sive between Mt. Kemmel and Ypres and the offen- 
sive In the Bellincourt sector. He commanded 
the Port of Deburkation, Newport News (Novem- 
ber, 1918-May, 1919). He was awarded the D. 8. 
M. by General Pershing. 

“Wars are no longer fought by the armed forces 
alone,” sald Assistant Secretary Davis. “Every 
man, woman and child, every resource and every 
doliar in the entire nation must throw its weight 
toward yietory In time of war. Industry alone can- 
not win a war; but It ean lose a war by falling 
to supply the armies with munitions, vital to thelr 
fighting efliciency.” 

And under the National Defense Act, Assistant 
Secretary Davis, under supervision of Secretary 
Weeks, is charged with the control of policies affect- 
ing the business administration of the army. He 
has two distinct functions. First, he ts responsible 
for supervising the procurement of all military 
supplies by the War Department and other duties 
relating thereto, Second, he is charged with “the 
assurance of adequate provision” for Industrtal 
mobilization, 

In planning for procurement of supplies in time 
of war, it Is of course necessary to know what 
kind of supplies will be required, and how much 
will be needed. The general staff Indicates to the 
secretary of war the military program which is be 
lieved adequate for any emergency and determines 
the types of equipment and tables of allowances, 
All questions affecting the procurement of supplies; 
that is, where they can be procured, who will pro- 
cure them, the rate of production, and maintenance 
of un economical program, are determined under 
policies laid down by the assistant secretary of 
war, the business head of the War department, 
The cost of the supply program must be estimated, 
in order that congress may know the extent of 
uppropriations required, and the Treasury de 
partment may have the necessary data upon whieh 
to make plans for flmancing the war, 

“In this connection the War department ts gtv- 
ing most eareful attention to the ways and means 
whereby profiteering may be controlled in time of 
war.” said Mr. Davis. “The principle that the 
men at home shall not profit: from war, while 
their fellows are staking thelr lives and thelr 
health for their country, is fundamental as a 
proposition of common justice. Sueh a policy was 
attirmed in a nation-wide veferendum by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the United States during the 
World war and was repeatedly commended as a 
principle of government by President Harding, 

“Before the War department could approach tin- 
dustry in order to discuss production, it was first 
necessary to standardize specifications for supplies 
wherever practicable. This has been dene by adopt- 
ing, as far as possible, commercial standards. At 
the sume time, it has reduced the large number 
of contract forms, previously in use, to one single 
form which ts about to be adopted tor all war con- 
tracts, 

“Plans for procurement do not stop with the 
determination of the finished article, but the War 
department must go further and plan for the pro- 
curement of machines for the making of its ma- 








etnies EOE, 





terial, for securing the necessary raw matertals | 
which might become critical In time of war, and | 
for insuring an adequate supply of labor, of power, | 
and of transportation facilities, 

“This phase of procurement planning goes be- 
yond the strictly military features and merges into | 
the broader field, which for want of a better term 
has been called “Industrial Mobilization.” By this 
term we mean the conversion of the industrial 
effort of the nation from peace production to war 
production in an orderly manner, so that supplies 
can be furnished promptly, economic losses 
minimized, and the return to normal economic | 
conditions at the conclusion of the war facilitated. 

“In order that these plans may be complete, it 
is necessary that the war requirements of the navy, 
of shipping, of the railroads, and civilian needs, 
be considered. Co-operation with the navy will | 
be accomplished by the recently created army and | 
navy munitions board. It will be necessary, In time | 
of war, to create an agency similar to the war | 
industries board to co-ordinate the civilian de- 
mands with those of the army and navy. | 

“The following indicates the steps which have | 
been taken in working out a plan for the pro- 
curement of supplies for the War department | 
in time of war. First, having determined what 
will be required, {t became necessary to figure 
out how much would be required. Second, having 
worked out in detail the amount of supplies re- 
quired, it then became necessary to determine 
where and how they could be procured, This has 
been done by the establishment of procurement 
districts by each branch of the War department, 
to each of which has been apportioned a proper 
share of the total requirements.” 

The district headquarters number 47 and are. 
located in 21 cities In 14 states. The officers in 
charge are engaged during the present year in mak- 
ing a survey of establishments required to meet | 
the supply program. There are seven supply 
branches in the army: Quartermaster corps, 
ordnance department, signal corps, corps of | 
engineers, alr service, medical department and | 
chemica: warfare service. Each branch bas its | 
own problem, That of the Quartermaster corps | 
is comparatively easy ; It deals with vast quantities 
of supplies, but they are mostly commercial in 
character, On the other hand, the problems facing 
the Ordnance department and the Air service are 
peculiarly difficult, since they deal with items 
which are either not produced commercially in 
time of peace or in such Hmited quantities as to 
have little effect upon war time procurement, | 

Some of the problems which will confront the 
government and which must be solved by industrial 


experts are: 





Capital—Finance aanufacturers to whom war 
eontracts have been allocated. Prevent profiteer- 
ing. Stabilize prices in thme of war 

Labor—Provide machinery for the settlement of 
industrial disputes in time of war. Insure a prop- 
er distribution of labor. Prevent the assumed ne- 
cessities of industry becoming a haven for “slack- 


er ractlities—Faualize the war load so that Indus- 
tries are neither overloaded nor made inactive. De- 
termine what Industries are less essential and pro- 
vide for them in time of war. Plan conservation 
in industrial methods, 

Raw materials—Provide for a constant flow of 
raw materials, Provide for their equitable distri- 
bution for the best interests of the nation. 
of tariff on strategic raw materials. 

Power-—Prevent overloading of districts, to meet 
increased demands. Utilize power most econom- 
ically 

Transportation—Mantain raflroads and rolling 
stock in good condition. Obtain maximum etfici- 
eney in the vse of ‘olling stock. Make best use 
of highways and waterways to supplement ratl- 
rood transportation, 


“During the World war the unpreparedness of 
the nation cost every citizen thousands of dollars by 
the increased cost of living,” points out Mr. Davis. 
“Some industries found themselves swamped with 
orders they were unable to perform, while other 
industries were rulned by a sudden cessation of 
their normal business, In a well devised tn- 
dustrial mobillzation scheme, much of this can be 
avoided, This is a matter of vital importance to 
the taxpayers. The army will be equipped for 
war months sooner than it was during the World 
war, ‘lhe war will be shortened by just that 
much, thereby saving thousands of lives and bil- 
lions of dollars, It will also mean a minimum 
dislocation of the normal economic effort and 
facilitate a return to peace conditions,”

1. Timothy’s Cai! (Acts 16:1-3).

Perhaps he had been converted on 
Paul’s first missionary journey, but 
hearing a favorable report of him by 
the brethren, Paul tovk and circum-
